The annual meeting of the Covina 
Orange Growers' Association i s t o bo 
held today (Saturday), occupying the 
entire day with roports to stockholders, 
lunch at noon, and discussion in the 
afternoon. 


From the report of Secretary-Mana­ 
ger C. E. Crawford it is shown that this 
organization has marketed 
from 46Q 
acres, 194,495 field boxes, which is an 
average of 422 boxes per acre and 5 
1-2 boxes per tree. 
This has been ex­ 
ceeded by one year in the .past ton 
years, in 1912. 


The average cost of picking -was 5 2-5 
cents per field box, and hauling 1 1-4 
cents; 8 cents the packed box for pick- 
ng and two cants foi hauling.

There is nothing so irritating ns care­ 
less pessimism, which does not enro for 
figure. 


If tho merchants in this town aro 
not doing a good business, thoy should 
be. 
Something should bo done in a 
concerted way to increase trado here. 
It cannot bo increased by univoraal pes­ 
simism. 
A few empty store-rooms in 
tho town havo created the false impres­ 
sion that business is not good—whon tho 
facts nro tliut business of the town was 
overdone in some lines. Thoro are good 
businoss men and poor business mon, 
just ns there ore poor ranchers and good 
ranchers, nil on the same kind of soil 
nnd in the same town. 


The money is hero—tho people need 
tho same things they have always need­ 
ed. 
It 'B up to tho townspeople, mer­ 
chants nnd ranchers to got togethor, 
forgot the freeze, forgot tho Civil war

firmly 
through at least three 
decades 
t o my personal k n o w l e d g e , " said John 
H. Bartle, president of the First Na­ 
tional B a n k of Monrovia, recently in 
an interview. 
I t w a s an interview, b y 
t h e way, t h a t developed from a conver­ 
sation on other unrelated matters, b u t 
w a s interjected forcefully b y t h e b a n k 
president as a p a r t of the fundamental 
things that go to make up success. The 
opinion of this man, who h a s been t h e 
leading financier in the heart of one 
of the best citrus districts of the Unit­ 
ed States, is worthy of being sent out 
t o where it will reach all citrus growers 
in all communities. 


" Y o u might t h i n k , " said Mr. Bartle, 
" t h a t all citrus growers realize the nec­ 
essity for fumigation and fertilization, 
b u t it is unfortunately not a fact. There 
are many in every community who will 
" s e c as through a glass d a r k l y " when 
these subjects are mentioned, ntid the 
first 
costs of 
fumigation 
arc 
always 
more 
or 
ICHH of a 
serious 
stumbling 
block with them. 
A man does not hnve­ 
to be a grower to know that 
success 
lies in un mm I fumigation, and a proper 
amount of fertilizing. 
One need only be 
an observer, and I have observed the 
performance of groves for thirty years. 
The men who find it difficult to 
finance 
their groves each year are almost with­ 
out 
variation, the ones who are still 
doubtful about the necessity for annual 
fumigation. 
There is always 
lurking 
in their 
minds the though that perhaps 
one fumigation mny be skipperl with im­ 
punity, and it is just this chance which 
they take which causes their 
financial 


difficulties. 
Those men who have auto­ 
matically 
and 
consistently 
fumigated 
and fertilized each year are the ones 
whom I know to be loaning money and 
not 
borrowing 
it. 
I 
could 
cite you 
m a n y cases if it were not professionally 
impossible to do so. 


" I n 
this semi-tropic country we of 
course assume that the grower will do 
an adequate amount of irrigation. 
H e 
knows more about the " w i l t i n g p o i n t " 
of trees than he generally knows about 
scale infestation. 
If trees l o o k " c l e a n " 
he is liable not to investigate 
further 
and find the nucleus of scale t h a t will 
cause him a loss of crop before the 
next year. 
Not so with the man who 
has made a success of the citrus busi­ 
ness. H e t a k e s no chances with " c l e a n " 
trees, but fumigates every year. 


" I t used to be said t h a t this county 
was an " evcry-othcr-year " 
fumigation 
locality, and many men were successful 
in the old days when 
following 
this 
method. 
B u t I am certain they would 
have been more successful if they had 
fumigated annually, and it is most cei- 
tainly 
a 
fact 
that 
an 
orange 
grove 
cannot be run successfully in this coun­ 
ty in these days unless it. is conscien­ 
tiously fumigated every year. 


" K n o w i n g 
these 
facts 
to be the 
basis of success, I urn always desirous 
of knowing the methods of a rancher 
before talking the business of a loan. 
For there mtint be a certain amount of 
paternalism in the b a n k e r ' s relation to 
the rancher. 
Fumigation and fertiliza­ 
tion are most assuredly the basis for 
loans on citrus property in this local­ 
ity, for on no other basis can a bank 
look with favor on that branch of the 
business.'

AUTHORITIES ON THE NAVEL 


ORANGE AND ITS INTRODUCTION 


With the death of (lenernl 
William 
Oaten l.eDuc at the age of f». 
r> years, a t 
Hastings, 
Minnesota, 
Saturday, 
Octo­ 
b e r 31 of this year, is recalled a portion 
of the history of the orange industry 
of Southern 
California. 


I t is stated by the historians of the 
•Washington Navel ornnge, also known 
as the Bahia navel and the Riversid') 
naval, t h a t William Saunders, a t one 
time superintendent of the propagating 
gardens of the >U. 8. department 
of 
agriculturo, "was" the man 
responsible 
for tho importation of the Bahia orange 
t o tho United States, and this claim is 
mado by the Riverside historians, and 
has been generally accepted. 
B u t Saun­ 
ders, while superintendent of the prop­ 
agating plant, was a Htihordirintc under 
General l.uDuc, who was at that 
time 
commissioner of agriculture, and who, 
according to his own statement, ordered 
t h e bringing of the Bahia navel plants 
to the United States. 


Mrs. 
Caroline 8. Thorne, the vener­ 
able widow of Dr. Thorne of Covinn, 
w a s formerly 
an intimutc friend 
and 
townswoman of General LeDuc in Hast­ 
ings, Minnesota. 
She had heard him 
speak of introducing the Bahia orange, 
and 
in 
HI 1-1, 
she asked 
him for the 
facts. 
He wrote her a letter, as fol­ 
lows: 


Hastings, Minn., July 4, 1014. 


Mrs. 
Carrie Thorne, 
My dear 
friend: 


Complying with your request, 1 will 
write you a memorandum of the intro­ 
duction 
of the seedless orange, or us 
commonly 
known, 
navel 
orange, 
into 
our orange growing states. 


When 1 assumed control of the de­ 
p a r t m e n t of agriculture of the United 
States by the appointment of the presi­ 
dent, U. B. Hayes, I desired to obtnin 
any better fruits or any other agricul­ 
tural production of improved 
varieties 
t h a t 
could ho grown liy our farmers, 
and waB on the lookout vigilantly. Con­ 
sequently, when 
MTH. Bacon, the wife 
of a paymaster of the navy was eating 
oranges 
with 
Airs. l.eDuc, 
and said,

should see the oranges we had 
in 
Bahia 
(South 
America) 
for 
t hoy 
were different from any others 1 have 
seen in other parts of the world, larger 
and seedless, and with a little protru-

joined in the conversation, and asked 
her if she knew of anyone in

to whom I could apply with the hope 
of getting scions or young trees.

authentic

Mr. Saunders said: 


" S o m e time in IfitiO Horace Capron.' 
who was commissioner of agriculturo at 
that, time, brought 
to my office, and 
read to me a letter which he had just 
received from a correspondent i»t Bahia, 
Brazil. 
Among other 
matters 
special 
mention 
was made of a 
fine 
seedless 
orange of large size and fine flavor. 


" T h i n k i n g that it might be of value 
in this country, 1 wrote to the address 
of the writer, and sent a letter asking 
to be the recipient of a few plants of 
this 
orange. 
The request 
brought to 


me, 
in the course of time, a small box 
of orange twigs which 
were dry and 
utterly useless. 
I promptly sent a let­ 
ter 
requesting 
that 
somebody 
be em­ 
ployed to graft a few trees on young 
stocks, 
announcing 
that 
all 
expenses 
would be paid by the department of 
agriculture. 


" U l t i m a t e l y u box containing twelve 
newly-budded trees arrived, and being 
packed as I had suggested, they 
were 
found to bo in fairly good condition. I 
believe that only two of them failed to 
grow. 
All that 1 ever knew about the 
donor is that she was a woman, and thnt 
the correspondence, so far as 
BIIO was 
concerned, was not official. 


The first two young plants that were 
sent out were sent to Mrs. L u t h e r C. 
TibbettH of Riverside, California. 
She

D e a r Covina friends: 


Since I 
find 
it impossible, 
foT 
the 
present a t least, t o write to each 
of 
you individually, I take this means of 
l e t t i n g you all know just w h a t we are 
doing here a t AUentown, Pennsylvania, 
a n d the various experiences which wc 
h a v e had. 


This branch of t h e service was organ­ 
ized 
with 
the intention 
of 
operating 
w i t h the French army. 
We wore to be 
quickly concentrated a t AUentown, in 
a make-shift camp, and sent to France 
a s rapidly as transportation 
facilities 
would permit. 
The various ambulance 
companies came hero in J u n e and July, 
a n d were at once reorganized into sec­ 
tions, on the French plan. 
Everyone 
felt reasonably assured thnt we would 
be abroad in a month, 
l u the mean­ 
time, the 
first 
troops 
under 
Pershing 
h a d arrived in France. 
The Old- Amer­ 
ican 
field 
service 
was 
federalized. 
Therefore General P e r s h i n g sent 
back 
word t h a t there was no further 
need 
for ambulance units—until later. I have 
j u s t learned this recently. 
I t now np- 
' pears that we shall bo held over until 
n e x t 
spring, 
then 
perhaps 
organized 
back into t h e company form a n d sent 
over to work with tho American army. 
N o doubt there will be plenty of work 
t o be done a t t h a t time. 


Because of these later developments, 
t h e nature of our work hero in camp 
has undergone a change, as well as tho 
camp itself. 
As regards tho camp, it 
h a s always been'over-crowded, 
having 
only becii intended as a 
concentration 
or mobilization point. 
The state 
fair 
grounds on the western 
outskirts 
of 
AUentown were leased for this prupose, 
a n d t h e various exhibition buildings im­ 
provised into temporary b a r r a c k s . 
B u t 
now t h e c a m p site has become perman-1 
e n t government property, the old build­ 
i n g remodeled, a n d a n u m b e r 
of 
the 
r e g u l a r a r m y b a r r a c k s erected in addi­ 
tion. 
J u s t now t h e y are keeping con­ 
tractors a t work, day and. night, com­ 
pleting nine more of these buildings— 
which will-be occupied b y twelve, hun­ 
d r e d men who are now living in dug­ 
outs, about five miles out in the coun-- 
try. 


At first wo had a lot of close order 
foot-drill, interrupted now and then by 
l o n g 
hikes 
through 
the 
surrounding 
country. 
The purpose of this work was 
to acquire military discipline and also 
g e t in as good physical condition 
as 
possible. 
But 
now 
t h a t 
there 
is 
no 
likelihood of immediate service, a more 
systematic 
course 
of 
instruction 
has 
been instituted, embracing 
first-aid 
lec­ 
tures 
and 
practice, 
letter-drill, 
foot- 
drill, 
auto 
instruction, 
knowledge 
in 
the Articles of W a r and Haudbook of 
Sanitary 
troops, 
thorough 
course 
in 
F r e n c h , conducted by_ excellent French 
instructors, revolver i>ractice for 
non- 
coms., practice day marches, semaphor 
signalling, and kindred subjects. 
W c 
feel now that wc are beginning to learn 
something. 
Furthermore, it is a healthy i 
Jife, and wc all feel full of " p e p . " 
J 
Wo have seen a good deal of 
the 
.surrounding country, both in hikes and 
i n sight-seeing expeditions of our own. 
Nearly every California fellow, at least, 
.has seen 
Philadelphia, 
Atlantic 
City, 
a n d N e w York more than once. 
Our 
hikes have taken us up tho Delaware, 
over into Now Jersey a n d back by a 
•circuituous route. 
Then we have gone 
west to Kceding nnd Harrisburg. 
W e 
took one trip (the Pasadena battalion) 
t o Gettysburg, this time in ambulances. 
I t was good practice and great 
sport 
for everyone. 
W e camped in the middle 
•of the 
field 
famous 
for 
Longstreot's 
assault, in fact on the spot where tho 
center 
of 
P i c k e t t ' s 
division 
swept 
across to Cemetery Ridge. 


I t rained most of tho time, but 
we 
managed to see everything. Our 
" p u p " 
tents shed water very well a s a rule, 
a n d wo generally manage t o keep dry 
unless tho wind blows violently. When 
t h i s happens, wc wake up in the night 
.to find our homos 
flattened 
out on top 
of 
us, and 
perhaps 
a 
rippling 
little 
j o o l of water on top of our blankets. 
B u t when it rains, it is generally warm, 
a n d we enjoy it better than the frosty 
mornings. 
Whon wo first started hik­ 
ing, it was rather diverting to hear tho 
various remarks addressed to rocks and 
.sticks, 
which 
m a n y 
y o u n g 
gentlemen 
invariably 
discovered about 
midnight, 
rocks carefully concealed by nature un­ 
til wc made our couches on that parti­ 
cular ground. 


But such things have become indis-

now.

good and omnipresent, the soldier 
has 
little to trouble him.

The mess hall js an immense building, 
at least 150 y a r d s in length, and seat- 
n g about 2500 men a t once.

Strange as it may seem, however, being 
detailed to a w e e k ' s d u t y on t h e mess

There arc plenty of amusements 
in 
camp. 
The Y. M. C. A. furnishes 
a 
reading a n d writing room in their new 
hut.

and bring good spoakers around 
often. 
I n addition to this, nearly every 
man 
in camp has joined the city " Y . 
M . " 
because of their swimming pool, show 
or, pool and billiard tables, gymn, etc 
N o other organization can do, nor docs 
accomplish more good in and for 
tho 
a r m y than the Y. M. C. A. 
And 
its 
work in Europo is ton times more im­ 
portant than it is here. 


The 
merchants 
of 
AUentown 
have 
been g e t t i n g rich from the trado 
from 
this camp. 
At a low estimate, not less 
t h a n $150,000 a month has been spont 
here by the soldiers. 
I imagine 
that 
many of the men have become alarmed 
at themselves, for many have taken out 
liberty bonds, several apiece in 
many 
cases, and everyone is now t a k i n g out 
some of the new A r m y Life Insurance. 


Most of the fellows have been having 
an excellent vacation so far, and 
feel 
t h a t 
t h e y 
h a v e n ' t 
h a d 
enough 
real 
work. 
Some h a v e vecomo restless and 
tried to transfer to other branchos of 
the service. 
B u t the various returned 
soldiers who sometimes visit here, tell 
us thnt people in F r a n c e expect a strug­ 
gle of at least two years more, so tho 
fears t h a t wo sometimes have of never 
being able to see service arc evidently 
without foundation.

ister medical aid so as to save as many 
as possiblo of the victims and to pre­ 
vent the further spread of the scourge, 
are important features of the American 
Red Cross work in F r a n c e . 
The ranks 
of the medical profession in F r a n c e have 
been so decimated b y the war, and t h e 
physicinns called to the front in such

there are no doctors left to care for the 
sick. 
Out of twenty-four thousand doc­ 
tors in Franco eighteen thousand 
have 
gone to tho front..

work has j u s t p a r t e d . 
Sad as is the 
general situation in France it would be 
unspeakably frightful 
if there were no 
American Red Cross to r e l i e v e d .
